Coal Ashes for Roads. 


Coal ashes may be used with, advan-

A better plan still is 
to excavate the bed of the walk or road 
a few inches below the general sur- 
face; pour on a coating of coal tar and 
cover it thickly with coal ashes. When 
this is dry, repeat it with another coat 
of tar and ashes, and continue the 
process until there arc four coats of 
each.

Lest Saturday nlghl 
a young son of Miohael Carroll w«u 
drowned In the river at the foot of Christy 
avenue. 


Sunday morning Carroll called on Bn#e 


and Thomas J. McNeil, a friend of the1 
latter who was often his companion in 
searches for dead bodies, and requested 
them to endeavor to recover the body oi 
his boy. The men consented and went to 
the foot of Chri-sty avenue, where the boy's 
body was supposed to be in theriver under 
a flat boat. It was about eleven o'clock 
and the men agreed to dive in tqrns 
under the boat for the body.

were 
to 
have a 
rope 
attached to 


themselves, and when they jerked three 
times, were to be hauled oat. McNeil had 
a rope tied to his wrist, but Burke merely 
held the rope in his hand. Burke dtved 
under, and soon after gave two jerks on 
tlio rope. It was pulled m and came very 
eaiy, as though thoro was no weight on it. 
When the end cnmo out Burke did not 
come out with it, and McNejl dived under 
to loarn what had happened to him. He 
did not find him, however, and after an 
hour's search for bis body his friends quit 
and wont home. Carroll's body was found 
later in the day, and Burke's was not re- 
covered until Monday night. It is Sup- 
posed that tho latter was entangled in 
some manner under the flutboat and could 
not extricate himself.

EARLY CALIFORNIA DAYS, 


A Chnptur of Itemlnlioenceii of the Day* 


of tho Golil Mining Craze on the P«- 
cllli; Slope—The Uuslni'nn of Packing 
Ileof.

NANTUCKKT, Mnss., Aug. 1.—My first job 


In tbo Califoniia mines was that of beef 
packer to tlio miners in the Tuolumne, 
That was uiglit years after the "rush of 
MO." 
Times wero still 
good.

wagus weflB,Mj>pr clny. A carpenter got 
$5. Any inSi'who could saw a board In two 
called himself u carpenter. 


I packed my beef, already cut in steaks 


and roasting pieces, in panniers slung over A 
mustang's Irnek. It was pretty tough,beef— 
somu of it, I think, cut from bulls wbo had 
fought in the Mexican arenas ever since tha 
invasion of Cortes. Wo never bothered In 
cutting up a quarter of beef about "porter- 
house steal:s" or "sirloins," We sliced it off 
from tho neck to tho rump as you would 
•lico a potato for frying. Our purchasers 
got tho sirloin and porterhouse all the same, 
somewhere in their meat. Most of the miners 
were away at their work when I left the 
ment at their cabins. 
I left it in the 


covered gaino safes, which were suspended by 
n cord from tho tree, usually ne&r or shadow- 
ing the mansion. But in the summer you 
could safely leave n steak hanging out of 
doors for clays and it would not decay. The 
sun's heat tmd perfectly dry air soon covered 
it with u kind of film, a skin like parchment. 
•So it would get dryer and dryer, until the 
whole piece was "jerked," or sun cured. 
Only the yellow jackets, a species of wasp, 
would, when the meat was fresh, bore holes 
in it, cut tho meat out in little bits with some 
manner of sharp apparatus they have, roll 
this meat up in bails twico as big as buckshot 
and in this shape fly away with it. 


One day while on the dusty trail my mus- 


tang ran away with a full pannier load. He 
was active with his heels, and every time he 
kicked up a red steak flew into tbo air, glow- 
Ing in tho suuhlmie, und thereafter falling 
flop in the red powder? dust (regular brick 
dust which makes all over tbe mines in tho dry 
season). 
I ran after tho uniuia), crying 


"Whoal" gathering up steak after steak as 1 
found them, and, wheu the load became too- 
heavy to carry, depositing them in little- 
piles. When the mustang had kicked out all 
bho meat he stopped and, seemed satisfied.

went back with him, gathered up my heaps 
of dust covered steaks, leaded up again, went

My employer had 
no use for my services about a week after.

THE LATE URIEL CROCKER. 


Ihe Publisher of tlio First Book Printed 


from Stereotype Flutes in America.

BOSTON, Aug. 1.—Uriel Crocker, probably 


the oldest publisher in Ameri"a, whoso name 
was long familiar to every reader ol' religious 
and educational literature, died nt Colms&ctt, 
Mass., recently, aged 91 year, 
Tho firm of 


Crocker & Brewster wtLS in oxistcnco sixty- 
nine years (counting tiom the original firm 
in which Mr Armstrong was l}°o piuicipa]), 
and waa only dissolved by tlio death of tho 
senior partner. It is doubted if anypaiallcl 
case can be found iu Amene.'i. 


Uriel Crocker was a native ojC Marblcuead. 


and when he was 15 years old, in 1811, his 
father apprenticed him to Sanmol Arm- 
strong, printer, at 50 Comhill street,, Boston. 
Two months later Osmya Bioirster entered 
the same offlce; and on Nov. 1, 1S18, Mr. 
Armstrong took tho two young men into 
partnership. In 1823 ho retired and tor sixty- 
two years Crocker &: Bre^stor liavo re- 
mained partners, their premises having been 
the same for fifty-eight years and their firm 
tho only book selling and publishing estab- 
lishment in Boston that weathered tho finan- 
cial storms of 1837 und ISoT. They estab- 
lished a branch firm in New York, but dis- 
posed of it to Jonathan Leavitt and Daniel 
A. Appleton, which was the origin of the

great publishing house of D. Appleton & Co. 
The Qrst enterprise that made tho name of 
Crocker & Ilrewster famous was their publi- 
cation of Rcott's family Biblo in six royal 
octavo volumes, the first largo work ever ster- 
eotyped in Ami'i-ica. Mr. Crocker acquired a 
handsome fortune and was interred in vari- 
ous railroads and other public works. 
Last 


year tho firm celebrated the seventy fifth anni- 
versary of loon- meeting, in the office of Arm- 
strong, and ninny men eminent in politics 
and literature were present. Ho leaves two 
sous and a daughter.
